The right of more than 1 million 
Californians now as young as 16 to 
vote in the 1972 presidential election 
was upheld Monday by the Supreme 
Court. 


The court ruled valid the portion 
of the 1970 voting rights law giving 
18-year-olds the right to vote for 
congressional

candidates, but it reserved to the 
states the right to set age limits for 
state local balloting.

Ronald 
Reagan’s campaign to reduce the 
spiraling cost of welfare and the 
state’s health care program for the 
poor is estimated at saving $9 
million next year. 
Vandegrift, who announced the 
economy measure Monday, said the 
new policy “would not affect aid or 
reduce health services to girls with 
inadequate resources.” 
He said it would prevent “girls 
who 
have 
adequate 
financial 
resources available from having 
abortions at public expense i through 
Medi-Cal), 
often 
without 
the 
knowledge of their parents.” 
“The 
state 
has

business 
providing a financial incentive for 
immorality,

or 
family breakup,” Vandegrift said, 
“ nor for saddling the taxpayer with 
costs that either the girl’s family or 
the father of the unborn child are 
perfectly able to pay.”

“ Many young voters will follow the 
political inclinations of their parents 
the first time they go to the polls,” 
he said. “ With older voters tradi­ 
tionally more Republican I think 
we’ll see a large number of first­ 
time voters influenced indirectly by 
their parents.” 
He said having younger voters 
take part in the electoral process “ is 
going to be a definite asset to the 
GOP. ” 
Leon Cooper, a candidate for 
Democrat state chairman, warned 
that from now on “ attacking the 
youth by a candidate would be done 
only at his peril. The next guy to bait 
them better look out because he’ll be 
voted out of office for it.” He said he 
expects Democrats to benefit.

Senate again refuses to 
end filibuster against SST 


WASHINGTON

-T h e 
Senate today refused for the second 
time to choke off a filibuster against 
appropriating more money for the 
SST—the 
1,8 0 0 -m ile-an -h o u r 
supersonic transport plane. 


The vote was 42 to 44, falling shy 
of even a majority and 16 votes short 
of the two-thirds necessary to halt 
debate. 
The refusal of the Senate to end 
the filibuster by conservationist 
senators typified the impasse which 
the Democratic Congress has found 
itself. 
Bogged down in debate on a series 
‘of key measures, the House and 
Senate decided to recess after 
today’s session until Dec. 28. Under 
the Constitution* Congress must end 
its session at noon on Jan. 3. 


The second vote against imposing 
the so-called gag rule left up in the 
air a $2.6 billion bill carrying funds 
to 
run 
the 
T ran sp o rta tio n 
Department. 
At issue was a House-Senate 
conference committee compromise 
to earm ark $210 million to carry on 
government financed research 
on 
the SST. 
The 
adm inistration 
initially 
requested 
$290 
million 
for 
the 
aircraft. The House approved the 
entire sum, but the Senate refused 
to approve any new money for the 
plane. 
Sens. 
William 
Proxmire 
and 
Gaylord 
Nelson, 
Wisconsin 
De­ 
mocrats, led the fight against the 
SST. They argued that it was foolish 
to pump any more tax money into an 
aircraft 
that 
many 
scientists 


b e l i e v e d 
c o u l d 
p r o d u c e 
unacceptable sonic booms and that 
might cause irreparable harm to the 
environment. 
Other opponents objected to the 
principle 
of 
federal 
financ­ 
ing-arguing that if the airplane was 
commercially 
feasible, 
private 
industry should build it on its own. 
Leading the debate in support of 
the SST were Sens. 
Henry M. 
Jackson and Warren Magnuson, 
W ashington 
D em ocrats. 
The 
Seattle-based Boeing Co. has the 
contract for building the giantplane. 
They 
and 
other 
proponents 
countered that unless the United 
States built the plane, it would lose 
international 
supre macy 
in 
commercial aviation, suffer further 
balance of payments deficits and 
possibly 
im peril 
the 
national 


defense. 
Little action other than the SST 
vote was expected in Congress 
today. 
Attendance headed for a slump as 
members rushed home for the 
holiday before returning to work 
Monday for a last-ditch effort to 
resolve their differences over a 
variety of important bills. 
Whether Congress’ work is done, 
the Constitution ends its efforts at 
noon on Jan. 3.

Controversy over seriousness 
of population explosion

Is the hand that rocks the cradle, 
rocking the boat? 
E n g l i s h 
e c o n o m i s t 
a n d 
clergy man , 
Thomas 
Robert 
Malthus, focused on a disturbing 
concept. 
His equation: 
that 
population 
tends 
to 
increase 
geometrically while the means of 
s u b s i s t e n c e 
i n c r e a s e s 
only 
arithmetically. 
His answer: 
An 
inadequate 
supply 
of 
goods 
supporting life will result, unless 
war, famine and disease reduce the 
population or unless sexual restraint 
is checked. 
Malthus was a prophet in his own 
time. The y ear was 1798. 


As late as 1850, the world only 
supported one billion people, the 
total of more than one million years 
of breeding. 
But today, with this 
inverted pyramid concept, the world 
is 
approaching 
an 
emotional 
decision. 
E arth’s population is 
expected to double m only 30 years 
from its current 3.6 billion. 


Since the peak year of 1957, the 
fertility rate in the United States 
declined 
from 
119 
babies 
per 
thousand women aged 15-44, to 85.5 
in 1969. Much of this reversal has 
been attributed to the introduction 
of the Pill in 1960, an advance not 
foreseen by T. R. Malthus. But is it 
enough? 
Is 
the 
trend 
only 
temporary, as some demographers 
claim? 
The 
population 
explosion 
has 
become such a volatile subject that 
it has graduated to the league of the 
political football. 
Many birth- 
control advocates now ooze from the 
hallowed halls of Washington. 
Ironically, 
it 
was 
also 
the 
government who was responsible in 
recent years for opening the gates 
wider to allow thousands more 


immigrants into the country, a 
subject seldom broached in public. 
Statistics secured from thé 1970 
World Almanac list a 16 per cent 
increase to our population growth 
from the net civilian immigration 
averaging about 400,000 per year 
since 1960. 
This represented an 
increase over the 300,000 annual 
average 
for 
the 
1950s. 
Net 
immigration for 1968 amounted to 
444,000. 


These 
recent increases partly 
reflect the effect of the Immigration 
Act of 1965 and the U.S.-Cuban 
agreement on the transfer of Cuban 
refugees to the United States, both 
of which became effective in 1965. 
Other 
reasons 
for 
population 
growth belong in the global arena, 
along with the United States. Some 
could be relegated to the age-old 
h u m a n 
s u r v i v a l 
i n s t i n c t - - 
perpetuation of the species and 


assured immortality for parents- 
compounded by the rapid advances 
in medicine and technology which 
have slashed the death rate and 
increased longevity of life. 


In America, the government has 
stimulated population growth with 
tax incentives for families with 
children. 
For businessmen, more 
people mean expanding markets. 


In 
underdeveloped 
countries, 
however, the bulging birth rate has 
also 
conceived 
fa mine 
and 
m a l n u t r i t i o n 
as 
e v e r y d a y 
companions. A professor of law at 
Fordham University, Charles E. 
Rice, notes that of the 324,000 
children born every day in the 
world, 10,000 die each day from 
starvation 
or 
malnutrition 
and 
123,000 from other causes. 
Still 
there is a net daily gain of 190,000 
persons a day.

Nation shivers first day of winter

m eteorologists, 
winter 
arrived at 1:36 a.m. EST today, 
when the sun was positioned directly 
over the Tropic of Capricorn. 
For residents of Massena, N.Y., 
winter made a personal appearance. 
The temperature stood at 31 below 
zero just 24 minutes after the 
season’s official arrival. 
“ No, this is not unusual,” the 
Massena police dispatcher said. “ It 
gets down to 40-45 below during the 
winter. Of course, it was 60 here on 
Dec.2. ” 
Since 
D ec. 
2, 
the 
small 
community near the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway has had 40.7 
inches of snow from three storms. 
And none of it has melted. 
“ People are used to it,” the police 


dispatcher said. 
Winter, in one guise or another, 
covered much of the nation. An 
Arctic 
front 
drifting 
southward 
brought locallv heavy snow with 
drifting and blowing snow over 
much of Montana and Southern 
Wyoming. Mullan, Idaho, recorded 
four inches of new snow in six hours 
and Helena, Mont.. had three inches 
in the same period. Flagstaff, Ariz., 
received 10 inches of new snow in 12 
hours. 
The storm prompted heavy snow 
warnings for the mountain areas of 
Colorado, 
Northern Arizona and 
Northern and Eastern Utah. 
A 
heavy snow watch was posted for 
the mountains of Northern New 
Mexico and travelers warnings were 
up for Northern Wyoming. 


Another storm cell peppered the 
Upper Midwest with various forms 
of precipitation. Travelers warnings 
were in effect for parts of Iowa, 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Missouri, 
where freezing rain and snow made 
highways slippery. 
One man was killed and three 
persons injured Monday evening on 
an ice-slick highway near Nevada, 
Iowa. 


In Chicago, Monday’s .11 inch of 
precipitation brought the year’s 
total to 45.95 inches — the most ever 
since recordkeeping began in 1872.

This last week most fishing at a standstill; only the most 
hardy sport-1 isherman went out in such conditions, so there 
is practically nothing to report on fishing activity locally. 
In fact almost statewide things have been on the quiet side, 
the last few days because of the storm. 
Prior to the cold-weather spell, a few steelhead were 
being taken in the Sacramento and Trinity Rivers, but most 
water was roily and on the high side. We did get a report 
trom Havasu that striped bass are being caught in the 
Parker Dam area, lots ot forage tish are moving in and 
some good fish is anticipated in the near future. 
Our local steelhead stream, San Luis Creek, is still 
muddy and too lull tor much steelhead fishing. Also the 
canyon is one of the coldest spots that one could imagine, 
and few anglers are out on the restricted days that are now 
allowed, but with the weather easing up there should be a 
few steelhead to be taken. Even so, not many steelhead 
have been noted in the ocean. 
The action of the Fish and Game Commission with 
regards to raising the price tag on angling licenses is going 
to run into some hard sledding trom many of the sportsman 
organizations. In the case of sea fishing, most anglers teel 
there should not even be a license. This has been a bone of 
contention for many years, with records showing a decline 
in ocean fishing, and nothing has been done about it beyond 
cutting a few limits on the fish, making it almost too 
prohibitive a deal to take an expensively operated boat out 
for a limit of, say. blue fish or rock bass. 
It is suggested that local organizations check their 
membership on this action and contact their legislative 
representatives toward fighting this increase in the ocean- 
fishing license. 
So tar we have not heard as to how the 
Sportsmans Council of Central California is going to stand 
on this latest deal to extract more cash from an already 
overtaxed public. Our local sportsman's club with its two 
delegates has an opportunity to test its mettle in actively 
objecting, at least to the raise in the basic license which 
controls ocean fishing. 
The D FG has issued that free fishing licenses are 
available for senior citizens only under conditions strictly 
limited by state law. The free licenses are authorized only 
for;

The Texas Longhorns did it, repeating as almost everyone’s national champion in a very 
convincing manner. Never lower than second in our ratings all season, they were in first place 
five weeks out of ten, giving way occasionally to either Ohio State or Notre Dame. Nebraska^ 
Cornhuskers seven points behind the Longhorns, finished in the number two spot. Notre Dame s 
loss to Southern Cat dropped them from 3rd to 5th place, and Auburn moved into the # 9 posi­ 
tion when Ole’ Miss skidded all the way to 18th after successive losses to Mississippi State 
and L.S.U. Twenty seven of last year’s top teams are back in the group this fall. 


Again a note about the ratings of the top forty teams: keep in mind that a team’s rating 
is based on the average of its performance against all opposition throughout the entire season. 
A team’s won and lost record has no bearing on its national position. Calibre of competition 
is a major factor in determining a team’s rating. 


The line-up of post-season bowl games is another group of crowd-pleasers with the top 
attraction possibly being the Cotton Bowl’s re-match between national champion Texas and 
Notre Dame 
With the explosive offenses of both clubs, the 11 points by which the Longhorns 
are favored could be by-passed by either team. 
A close second in crowd appeal will be either 
the Rose’s Stanford-Ohio State struggle or the Orange’s battle between Nebraska and L.S.U. The 
latter will be fantastic offense versus incredible defense! 


For the fifth straight year, the Southeast Conference ranks Number One among the more 
than 65 football conferences in the country. Their margin over the Big Eight Conference, in sec­ 
ond place slipped from five points to just under three

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States stymied 


A funny thing happened in Illinois the other day. 
The voters approved a new state constitution. 
They m ay not have been aware of it. but in so doing 
they defied what has seemed to be becoming virtually a 
national political tradition — that the best-laid plans of 
state governm ent reform ers come to naught when 
submitted to the electorate. 
The political scientist fraternity in this country is 
overwhelmingly of the opinion that with the machinery 
of Am erican government in general needing updating the 
level most desperately in need of attention is the state. 
Most state constitutions are products of the I9th 
century and. like the architecture of the period, are 
cum bersom e and encrusted with no longer desirable 
detail. Most were designed less to grant than to restrict 
powers. These rigid charters may have served a purpose 
at the time, an era of frequent state house corruption, 
but they are .sadly out of date today when flexibility is 
the great need of government in adjusting to a rapidly 
changing world. 
To their credit, the states are aw are of the problem 
and have sought to do something about it. In many, 
commissions sim ilar to the 116-member constitutional 
convention which labored nine months to bring forth the 
new Illinois charter have been revising obsolescent 
constitutions or starting from scratch and devising 
entirely new documents tailored to the times. 
But too often their efforts have bombed at the polls. In 
recent 
years, 
seven 
states 
— 
Arkansas. 
Idaho, 
Maryland. New Mexico. New York, Oregon and Rhode 
Island — have rejected new constitutions. Acceptances 
— such as in Michigan, H o n d a , Virginia and now Illinois 
— have been the exception. 
Most constitutional revisions are sim ilar in several 
basic points. 
They tend to increase gubernatorial 
powers, particularly in appointing other kev officials in 
state governm ent While a U.S. president m ay be able to 


hire and lire Interior secretaries at will, a governor 
usually has little direct authority over his cabinet, 
m em bers of which have been selected not bv him but bv 
the voters. 
The result of direct election is not infrequently a 
governor of one party and a cabinet dominated by the 
other. The theoretical checks and balances advantages 
of such a system are usually, in practice, far outweighed 
by debilitating and demoralizing effects of a government 
at political cross purposes with itself. 
Reform ers also stress greater home rule for the 
beleaguered cities; sm aller legislatures to de-emphasize 
local at the expense of state interests, and less specific 
and, above all, shorter constitutions — Louisiana's, 
which is 30 tim es longer than the U.S. Constitution, may 
be an extrem e but is bv no m eans an exception. 
While these points m ay sell the political experts, they 
are usually lost on voters. Apathy is one reason — the 
electorate rarely gets very excited over state politics 
unless glamorized 
by 
Reagan 
or 
Rockefeller-type 
personalities or by some m om entarily emotional is.sue — 
and an apparently ingrained suspicion of - that gang in 
the state house" is another. 
Eminent political scientist Andrew Hacker, as quoted 
in the Wall Street Journal, suggests that fear of change 
leading to m ore governm ent spending is the basis of 
voter negativism. *• Voting (constitutional revisions) 
down is part of a new style of populism in the U.S.. which 
is also manifesting itself in the growing number of .school 
bond issues which are being defeated. It is reallv a vote 
against authority," Hacker believes. 
In such a situation, the Illinois vote comes as a much- 
needed m orale booster for the constitution rew riters. It 
is not likely to start a reform fire that will sweep the 
nation. But it does tell the reform ers tl\at even on an 
issue that turns off the public as thoroughly as this, thev 
can ’t lose them all.

No simple solution 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It m ay be that some of our basic 
assum ptions about cam pus unrest 
are wrong, at least for urban high 
schools. 
One 
g ro u p 
of 
a d v o c a t e s 
o r 
another has blamed 
the war in Vietnam, 
youth revolt against 
a g e 
a n d 
t h e 
“ h y p o c r i s y ” 
of 
today’s world. 
But 
a 
carefu l 
reading of the data 
in 
a 
num ber 
of 
recent Health, 
E d u c a t i o n 
a n d 
Welfare-sponsored research studies 
seem s to this reporter to indicate 
some quite different causes. 
These researchers found no such 
thing as a 
"stu d en ts" 
point of 
view." 
‘ We 
had," 
said 
one 
report, 
"significant num bers of low-income 
youngsters, both black and white, 
who told us in no uncertain term s 
that ‘there is not enough discipline 
around h ere.” 
There 
are 
many 
reasons 
for 
unrest. But one im portant cause is 
best described in the words of one 
rep o rt: 
“In 
several 
of 
the 
cities 
we 
visited, such neighborhoods (slums) 
often defy description. Broken glass 
and other debris is everyw here; 
predators in the form of drunks, 
junkies, fairies and pimps abound 
amongst many fatherless children, 
surly 14-year-olds, and the vacant, 
tired stares of old men and old 
women who have long since given up 
the fight for simple decency against 
these monstrous o d d s ,. . 
“ To 
e x p e c t 
young 
peo p le 
surrounded by such squalor to com e 
to school every day and to perform 
m ore or less like their middle-class 
com patriots is simply absurd." 
We are not talking about black or 
white and certginly not about all 
poor families. We are talking about 
children growing up in hom es and 
neighborhoods where their parents 
and their neighbors have given up or 
are resigned to hate and bitterness 
for whatever reason. 
But this IS not the whole story. 
There are many youngsters (black 
and white) in the slum s of the.big 
cities who have not yet given up. 
They want to get out of the slums. 
They see school as the way out. For 
we have, and rightly, advertised 
education as the way up in our 
society. 
Ma n y 
of 
th e s e 
a m b i t i o u s 
youngsters 
have 
been 
bitterly 
disappointed in school. They’re not 
getting out ot school what they 
want. Partly, these reports indicate, 
it may be that they don’t know how 
to act in school. Partly, they haven’t 
the background to see the point in 
academ ic subjects such as reading, 
m ath, 
history, 
governm ent 
and 
physical science. They don’t see that 
these point to jobs. Therefore, they 
think 
that w hat’s taught is not 
relevant. 
But, those reports indicate, the 
problem is not all in the minds of 
these students. Many schools have 
required courses which indeed are 


not relevant to the goals of many of 
the students required to take them 
— 
and 
oth er, 
p erh ap s 
quite 
important, subjects are taught in 
such 
a 
way 
that 
there 
is 
no 
relevancy 
to 
them. 
Many 
slum 
schools are so crowded, and the 
te a c h e r s 
and 
c o u n s e lo rs 
so 
overtaxed, these youngsters feel as 
lost in school as in their homes and 
their neighborhoods. 
On 
occasion, 
these 
frustrated 
y o u n g s t e r s 
a r e 
a i d e d 
by 
sym pathetic fellow students from 
m ore 
fortunate 
neighborhoods ; 
som etim es they’re confronted by 
these others. In any case, there is 
unrest. 
The police and the establishm ent 
become enemies. Being used to no 
law (except when they get caught by 
the police, which is seldom), they 
resent the rules, the regulations and 
the 
restrictions 
of 
school 
— 
whatever 
they are 
( whether on 
dress, m orals, m arijuana, requiring 
c e rta in 
g ra d e 
a v e ra g e s 
for 
participation in sports — or even 
grades altogether). 
So, for millions of youngsters, 
some bright and some dull, school 
becomes at best a treadm ill and at 
worst a prison. 
W hose 
f ault 
is 
th is? 
The 
principal’s? H e’s usually tied up for 
m ore hours a week than any man 
should work, just attem pting to keep 
the school running, if h e’s in a big- 
city school in a rundown area. In his 
remaining tim e, he’s attem pting to 
deal with emotional crises among 
parents, children and teachers. 
The child’s? His side is explained 
above. 
The teach er’s? Read the above 
sentence 
on 
the 
principal 
and 
change only a few words. 
On whom then should we blame 
this problem ’*
